All females are vaccinated for Brucellosis, so no reference 
is made in the catalogue.

A MESSAGE FROM THE SALE MANAGER 


No dispersal sale is pleasant to anticipate. More especially where folks 
like Charley and Gwen South and Dan and Katy O’Conor are the folks 
whose herd is being sold. 


I have known Charles South since the day he and Frank Gallaher. 
bought their first Polled Shorthorns. I have known Dan O’Conor, Jr., since 
the time he entered the ranks as a breeder. 


Step by step, year by year, I’ve been aware of the progress of each 
operation. When Dan O’Conor, Jr. bought the Gallaher farms and joined 
ranks with the Souths, it was evident Tulleevin Farms were going for- 
ward in the Polled Shorthorn business. The purchase of the entire Landen 
herd was the first move. From that day forward, the Tulleevin herd has 
exterted a dominant influence in breed advancement. 


Sales have been widely scattered. Cattle have done well for their 
new owners. Public auctions were iniated in 1958, and Tulleevin Farms 
became a recognized source of supply for breed building seed stock. 


Additions to the herd were made as top females were available, These 
men knew what they wanted to accomplish, and they knew how to do it. 


In June, 1965, the sale reduced the herd to the three herd bulls in 
service and forty top cows. Most of these were daughters of the 1954 Inter- 
national Grand Champion L F Fascination. It was evident that both Duke 
of Westdrums and Avenel Radiant Sunset were an ideal team to nick with 
these cows. 


L F Fascination has gone to his reward, but the balance of the “work- 
ing tools” retained to go forward are the cattle in this dispersal sale. 


As I have studied this offering, I am impressed with the good calves 
sired by both herd bulls. I believe there are enough really great brood 
cows in the herd that if six recognized breeders were asked to pick the 
best ten females, we would find that more than half of the offering would 
be selected. For good reasons, each breeder might well be correct. 


These cows are there because they have earned the right to stay at 
Tulleevin Farm. They are cows from cow families that have been tried 
and tested. Many have sisters and brothers who have made good in other 
herds and made a contribution to Polled Shorthorn advancement. 


Distance should be no barrier to those who aspire to share in the 
ownership of this herd. Years of dedicated effort to breed better cattle 
will be represented in this sale. 


The contribution made by Tulleevin Farms will live long and work 
further advancement for Polled Shorthorns in the years ahead. This sale 
represents the distribution of the Tulleevin working tools and their stock 
dividends among those breeders fortunate enough to share in their distri- 
bution. 


Future history may well be written March 28 at Tulleevin Farms. We 
trust you will be present to bear witness and to share in the opporutnities.

In 1950 we purchased several heifers in the Oakwood Sale, One of 
which was Oakwood Leading Missie whose first calf by Oakwood Con- 
queror was “S & G Admiration”, who as a senior calf was the 1952 Inter- 
national Grand Champion Bull. 


In 1951 we purchased Oakwood Pass Key which was the top selling 
bull of that Oakwood Sale. In that same sale we purchased Oakwood 
Orange Blossom 6th which was the foundation for the Orange Blossom 
Family which has done so well here at Tulleevin. All along the way we 
have purchased top quality females to supplement our herd. 


In 1952 Frank Gallaher died and the farms here remained in an estate 
until 1956, when Dan O’Conor approached me about the possibility of pur- 
chasing the well known Landen Farms Herd and putting together two In- 
ternational Grand Champion Bulls, S & G Admiration Champion in 1952 
and L F Fascination Champion in 1954 along with Upright Leader Inter- 
national reserve champion in 1953. This became a reality and as a result 
of this desire Dan O’Conor purchased the 800 acre farm now known as 
Tulleevin Farms. S & G Admiration did not live very long, but L F Fas- 
cination has been everything we had hoped for. The large selection of 
daughters in this sale are proof of this. 


In 1962 Dan and I purchased “The Duke of Westdrums” from the Boots 
Drug Co. in Scotland. This great bull was the first Polled Shorthorn bull 
to be brought from Scotland to the United States. He has and is doing 
everything that was expeced of him. 


It is with deep regret that Dan and I have decided to completely dis- 
perse this herd which we have loved and believed in so much.
